United States, Torrance was 
a "must" on his list, since 
so much had been written 
in national and internation­ 
al publications about the 
multi-grade system and thei 
unique and efficient handl-) 
ing of supplies, books and!

In his country, with an 
area about the -size of the 
United States, there are six 
school districts, each with 
a single d i r e c t o r. The 
schools are absolutely equal. 
Hodges said, in quality of 
construction, w h i c h pro­ 
duces a leveling effect.

"Our best schools are not 
as good as your best 
schools,'' the visitor from 
"Down Under" said, "but 
our worst schools are better 
than some of your worst I 
have visited during this 
tour."

With a population of al­ 
most 10 million on the en­ 
tire continent of Australia, 
roughly the population of 
Los Angeles County and the 
surrounding .area, educa­ 
tional problems there are at 
least less m a s s i v e. and, 
Hodges said, "there are 
plentv of teacher;? in West­ 
ern Australia." He admitted 
Australia suffers chiefly a 
lack of supplies and school­ 
room space.

Hodges, whose trip is he- 
ing undertaken at his own 
expense, said he has found 
hospitality of Americans all 
it is reputed to be. He had 
high praise for our State De­ 
partment, which arranged 
his itinerary. "I have pro­ 
bably seen more of Ameri­ 
can education than m o s t 
Americans/' he said.

After having seen Tor­ 
rance schools in action, he 
commented it was one of 
the few systems in which 
the things purported to be 
going on in the classroom, 
such as individual instruc­ 
tion, efficient use of the 
vast supplies of education­ 
al materials, and grade-by- 
grudfi articulation, are be­ 
ing practiced.
